Summary  of  the  Method  of  Treatment  to  he  ufed  with 
Perfons  apparently  dead  from  Drownings  &c. 

THE    RESUSC  ITATI VE    PROCESS, 

Recommended  by  the  Humane  Society. 

CONVEY  the  perfon  to  the  neareft  convenient  houfe, 
with  his  head  raifcd  ;  Uiip  and  dry  him  as  quick  as  poffible  : 
clean  the  mouth  and  noftrils  from  froth  and  mud.  If  a 
chiM,  let  him  be  placed  between  two  peifons  naked,  in  a 
hot  bed.  If  an  adult,  lay  him  on  a  hot  blanket  or  bed,  and, 
in  cold  weather,  near  a  fiie — m  warm  w<  ather,  the  air  (iiould 
be  freely  admitted  into  the  room.  The  body  15  next  to  be 
gently  rubbed  v/ith  warm  woollen  clothe,  i'"priakled  with 
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fpirits,  if  at  hand,  otherwife  dry.  A  heated  warming-pari 
Mi'iy  be  now  lightly  moved  over  the  back,  properly  covered 
with  a  blanket — and  the  body,  if  of  a  child,  is  to  be  gently 
ihook  every  lew  minutes.  Whilft  thefe  means  are  ufing, 
let  a  clyfler  of  warm  water  with  as  much  common  fait  as  it 
will  dilTolve,  be  thrown  into  the  bowels.  Bathe  the  breaft 
with  hot  rum  ;  and  perfift  in  the  ufe  of  thefe  means  for 
Several  hours.  If  no  figns  of  life  fliould  then  appear,  let 
the  body  be  kept  warm  feveral  hours  longer,  with  hot  bricks, 
or  veffels  of  hot  water,  applied  to  the  palms  of  the  hands 
•and  foles  of  the  feet ;  and  this  for  a  longfer  or  fliorter  time, 
as  the  circumftanccs  of  the  cafe-  may  diftate. 

The  too cuftoixary  method  of  roiling  on  a  barrel,  fufpend- 
ing  by  the  feet,  and  every  other  violent  mode  of  agitation, 
particulaily  in  removing  the  body  from  the  water,  ftiould 
}>Q  \v'A\  carefully  avoided. 

To  rellore  breathing,  introduce  the  pipe  of  a  bellows 
f'A'h.  n  no  apparatus  is  at  haiid)  into  one  of  the  noflrils,  the 
other  and  mouth  being  clofed;  injiale  the  lungs,  until  the 
breaft  Is  a  little  ralfed ;  the  mouth  and  noftrils  mufi;  thca 
be  let  hce. 

Repeat  this  procefs  until  life  appear. 

Eleflricity  is  recommended  to  be  early  employed  by 
Judicious  pratiitioners. 

General  Obfervations.- — Refufcitatwn. 

On  the  dawn  or  firft  indication  of  returning  life,  the  pru- 
dent praftitioner  will  refign  the  office  o{  Art  to  Nature.  It 
is  evident  that  Art  has  contributed  her  fi^are,  by  enabling 
Nature  to  flruggle  with  the  immediate  caule  of  opprefllon. 
It  is  in  facl  this  judicious  blending  oi  Nature  wit:h  Art  that 
gives  to  the  latter  all  its  efficacy. 

On  figns  of  returning  life f 

A  tea-fpoonful  of  warm  water  n>ay  be  given ;  and  if 
fwallowing  be  returned,  warm  wine  or  diluted  brandy. 
The  patients  rnuR  be  laid  in  a  v/arrn  bed,  and  if  difpofed  lO 
lleep,  they  u'ill  generally  awake  perfeftly  reftored. 

The  plans  above  recommended  are  to  be  ufed  three  or 
four  hours. — It  is  an  abfurd  and  vulgar  opinion,  to  fuppofe 
perfons  irrecoverable,  becaufe  life  does  not  foon  make  its 
appearance.

An  executor,  km^wiiig  of  his  appointment,  muft  caufe  the 
will  to  be  proved  w  thin  thirty  days  after  the  death  of  the 
teftator,  or  prefent  tht  fa;d  will  to  the  Probate  Court,  and 
in  wrking  declare  his  refufa!  :  otherwc  he  may  be  fub- 
jected  to  a  heavy  fine.

Wht.n  executors  and 
admmlftrators  are  prepared  to  exhib  t  .heir  accounts  of  ad>- 
niiniftratjon  to  the  Judge  for  allowance,  they  fhould  invari- 
ably notify  the  perfons  interefted  therein,  or  iheir  guardians, 
t»  be  prefent  in  Court  at  ;he  examination  thereof:  unlels 
The  heirs  and  guardians  will  previoufly  examine  the  account 
to  bt;  exhibited,  and  will  certify  theieon  their  approbation

Irhe  want  of  certificates  of  difiillcd  fpirits,  wines  or  teas, 
fubjefl  fuch  articles  to  ftizure,  and  fifty  dollars  fine,  if  inch 
certificates  are  not  delivered  to  the  purchafcr;  and  if  any 
tafk,  cheff,  vtflcl  or  cafe  containing  fuch  articles,  fhall  be 
found  in  the  poffeflion  of  any  perfon,  wiihout  being  marked 
and  not  being  accompanied  with  a  certificate,  the  fame  is 
liable  to  feizure. 

On  the  fa!e  of  any  ca{k,  &c.  which  has  been  marked,  the 
marks  to  be  defaced  in  prefence  of  fome  officer  of  inrpettion 
or  cuftoms  ;  and  the  cernficate  of  the  fame  to  be  delivered 
up,  under  the  penalty  oi one  hundred  dollars  zuA  colls  of  fuit. 

Goods  from  foreign  ports,  no*  to  be  unladen  but  between 
fun-life  and  fun-fct,  without  fpecial  licenfe,  under  a  pen- 
alty of  four  hundred  dollars  on  the  mafter  and  every  other 
perion  concerned,  cifability  from  holding  any  office  under 
the  government  of  the  United  States  for  feven  years,  and  be- 
ing advertifed  in  the  newlpapers,  with  forfeiture  of  the  goods  ; 
and  if  above  four  bundled  dollars,  value  of  vtfTel  and  ap- 
parel. 

Goods  removed  before  guaged  and  weighed ;  and,  if 
wines,  fpirits  or  teas  before  being  marked,  without  permlf- 
iion,  are  forfeited. 

Perfons  giving  or  offering  a  bribe^  forfeit  from  two  hull' 
dred  to  two  thoufand  dollars.  Inlpeclors  and  officers  of  rev- 
enue cutters  may  go  on  board,  examine  and  fearch  veffels, 
have  acce's  to  the  cabin,  and  feal  packages  ;  and  after  fun- 
fet,  fecure  hatches,  &:c.  Perfons  in  charge  of  veflels,  for 
breaking  faftenings,  but  in  prefence  of  an  officer,  forfeit  tujo 
hundred  dollars. 

Officers  may  feize  within  or  without  their  diflrifts.  Per- 
fon"; refilling  or  imjieding  them,  {oth\i  four  hundred  dollars. 

The  mafier  or  commander  of  any  vellei,  that  fhall  ob- 
flruft  or  hinder,  (or  be  the  caufc  thereof,)  any  officer  of  the 
revunue,  in  going  on  board  his  fliip  or  vefiel,  for  the  purpofe 
of  carying  into  effeft  any  of  the  revenue  laws  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  forfeits  from  fifty  \o  jive  hundred  dollars.
